With panthers stalking In the 
thlrtiets. Indians raiding and kill­ 
ing, 
and 
cruel 
blue

blivwlng down with \mexpected 
suddenness. ehan<x» for a mer­ 
ry Christmas looked slim for 
that hand full of settlers who 
dared the dangers of what is 
now Comanche County back in 
1303. three years before this 
county was organized. 
Among 
the biwve 
band 
of 
haithr settlers was Jesse Mercer, 
leader of a litUe group of four 
families that made up the nuc­ 
leus for the formation of our 
county of today. 
Food was scarce and the diet 
was purely of pastorisl origin. 
Deer and other wild game, such 
as prairie chicken were in the 
woods and on the prairies. But 
competition with the red men 
for these bounties of nature were 
keen, however. ERrly aettlers did 
not think much of missing one 
meal or of fasting several days, 
if necessary, while on the ttrall 
of some game <h- when harrased 
by the Indians. 
"Our food soon gave out, but 
that was nothing unusual. An 
old frontisraman thought no til­ 
ing of going without grub, as 
he called it, for several days at 
a time." says E. L. Deaton who 
lived in Comanche County in the 
'00s.. 
“Even when game had been 
killed, it was a lucky hunter who 
could clAim his own prey. 
"I once hid in scnne bushes 
and right away I heard some 
turkeys," said Deaton, “and I 
thought these rtx, if 1 could kill 
them, would be enough to feed 
six hungry men with enough 
left over to take hmne to our 
families. I reloaded my gun and 
was about ready to take the tur­ 
keys into camp, where three or 
four 
hundred yards away the 
other boys had a fire going. But 
just before I started. I saw the 
tall grass moving in a suspicious 
way, so I held my breath, think- 
. ing that an Indian was sneaking 
in on me. In another instant I 
saw a lean, lank panUier gkmer- 
ing at me. He looked as hungry 
as 1 felt snd 1 lost no time fir­ 
ing at him. But in my excite-

ment I missed him. then he 
lunged at me. but with another 
shot I hit him in the neck. Yet 
sgain he came and I shot again 
and again, and then as he chang­ 
ed his course a little, and X 
fell back is my last shot was 
gone. I watched him go on top 
of a cliff and Jump, or fall, off 
of it. 
"The boys at the camp, hear­ 
ing 
my 
continuous 
shooting, 
came to my rescue They thought 
that the Indians had attacked 
me unUl I told them where they 
could find a dead panther. I was 
too weak with hunger and ex­ 
citement to go with them. But 
they found the panther and his 
scalp was the only thing we had 
to show for our three days of 
hunting and hard riding trying 
to run down the band of Indiana 
who had recently stolen 30 head 
of our horses and killed seven 
men in our settlement." 
By Christmas of 13W. 35 fam­ 
ilies had settled within hailing 
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not build a new oourthoiMe for 
a few years after the picket house 
was destroyed by fire, as the 
Civil War was in progresi and 
meny of the men nad Joined the 
Confederate Army.

The preeent building is made 
of native stone quarried at Log­ 
an's Gap mostly from land own­ 
ed by the late Hugh Lacy. 
More than 200 different men 
were employed in building the 
courthouse which was a great 
help in the time of the depress­ 
ion which had forced the price 
of a day's work down as low as 
70 cents.

first courthouse

m anche was of split post oak 
logs, cut on the tow n site and 
the ends set in a ditch in th e 
ground and covered w'ith boards. 
It was erected in 1853 an d was 
destroyed by fire three years la t­ 
er in M arch 
I f €2. T his type of 
building, 
known 
as 
a 
picket 
house, was com m on in pioneer 
Texas. 
It is said th a t the records of 
th e early C om m issioner's Court 
was destroyed in th is fire, but 
the district court records and the 
deed records were eith er rescued 
from th e flam es or were kept 
elsewhere, as som e of them are 
preserved until this good day. 
It seems th a t the county did 


whether the county seat should 
remain at Comanche or be mov­ 
ed to De Leon.

Government-owned business not only 
competes with private enterprise; it does 
so irith the advantages of no Federal tax 
payments, and little or no interest pay­ 
ments. Ironically, government businesses 
are operated primarily with the tax d(d- 
lars collected from private enterprises 
and individuals. 
If we are to preserve our free enterprise 
system and retain our peraonal freedoms» 
we must recognize and qieak out against 
the increasing dangers of government ia 
businees.
